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EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT 

1 . An examiner's amendment to the record appears below/Should the changes and/or

When the objective lens shift occurs, a coma 
component relating to the spherical aberration of the diverging beam which is shifted with 
respect to the objective lens due to the shift of the objective lens is canceled by a coma generated 
by the objective lens and the cover layer of the first optical disc. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Regarding claim 1, 
prior art taken either singularly or in combination fails to anticipate or fairly suggest the 
limitations of the dependent claims, in such manner that a rejection under 35 U.S.C 102 or 103 
would be proper. The prior art fails to teach a combination of all the claimed features as 
presented in independent claims, which at least includes an objective lens shifts in a plane 
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substantially perpendicular to an optical axis of said objective lens, a coma component relating to 
the spherical aberration of the diverging beam which is shifted with respect to said objective lens 
is canceled by a coma generated by said objective lens and the cover layer of said first optical 
disc as claimed .Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably accompany 
the issue fee.
